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REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. Applicant respectfully 
requests that the foregoing amendments be entered, at least because they place the application 
in condition for allowance, and would not require any further search or consideration. 

Claims 9 and 19 have been amended. New claims 20-21 have been added. No new 
matter has been added. Claims 1, 3-7 and 9-21 are pending. 

Allowable subject matter 

Applicant appreciates the indication that claims 1, 3-7 and 18 are allowed, and that 
claims 10-12 and 17 contain allowable subject matter. 

Rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 102 

Claims 9, 13-16 and 19 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated 
by U.S. Patent No. 6,234,646 to Ito et al. ("Ito"). Applicant respectfully traverses this 
rejection for at least the following reasons. 

Independent claims 9 and 19 each recite "each of the mirror finished surfaces is 
arranged on a segment that connects the light emission source of the light emitting diode to 
one of boundaries between the reflection surfaces and the mirror finished surfaces." Ito fails 
to discloses at least this feature of claims 9 and 19. 

The Office Action equates the LED lamps 2(a), reflection portions 3a, and reflecting 
portions 3b of Ito, with the light emitting diode, reflection surfaces, and mirror finished 
surfaces, respectively, as recited in claims 9 and 19. In contrast to the arrangement recited in 
claims 9 and 19, however, the reflection portions 3b are not arranged on a segment that 
connects the light emission source of the LED lamps 2(a) to one of boundaries between the 
reflection portions 3a and the reflecting portions 3b. A segment from the light emission 
source of the LED lamp 2(a) to the boundary between the reflection portions 3 a and the 
reflecting portions 3b would be a straight line from the source in the LED lamp 2(a) to a 
boundary in the view shown in Fig. 4 of Ito. The reflecting portions 3b, however, do not 
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follow along such straight lines from the LED lamp 2(a) as can be seen from the rays drawn 
in Fig. 4. Thus, Ito fails to anticipate claims 9 or 19. 

Moreover, one of ordinary skill in the art would not have modified the Ito vehicle 
lamp to arrive at that as claimed in claims 9 and 19. The purpose of the reflecting portions 3b 
in Ito is to reflect light from the LED lamp 2(b) to outside the vehicle lamp. There is no 
indication that this purpose would be achieved by modifying the Ito vehicle lamp such that 
the reflecting portions 3b were arranged along the segments as recited in claims 9 and 19. 

Furthermore, applicant submits that the reflecting portions 3b of Ito are not properly 
equated with the mirror finished surfaces as recited in claims 9 and 19. Claims 9 and 19 
recite "a plurality of mirror finished surfaces that are arranged so as not to reflect the light 
emitted by the light emitting diode but to reflect an outside light incident from the lamp lens." 
By contrast, reflection portions 3b in Ito are arranged to reflect light from LED lamps 2b. 

The dependent claims are patentable for at least the same reasons as their respective 
independent claims, as well as for further patentable features recited therein. For example, 
applicant notes with appreciation the indication of allowable subject matter in claims 10-12 
and 17. 

Applicant believes that the present application is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested.
